O'BRIEN, Police Departnent, Idaho Falls, Idaho, og August 19, 1942

Sergeant O'BRIEN stated that Mr DIVE HAGIN, wife, and son, KENNETH, 
residents of Riverton, Fremont County, Wyoming, while on a motor tour, had stovped 
at the Idaho Falls Police Department on August 19, 1942, at which time they re- 
lated the following incident to O'BRIEN 


Mr PHAGIN advised that he and nis family had, on August 18, 1942, stopped 
at Cooke, Montana, for breakfast at the Cozy Cafe While at the cafe, the PHAGENS 
were engaged in conversation py stranger who stated that he was a chauffeur for 

a New York millionaire, and pronounced ‘the name, Which sounded like "MARKEE " This 
chauffeur reportedly made some very pronounced pro-German statements, which remarks 
were similar to the following "HITLER 1s a very fine man, he 1s smart, and one 
day will rule the world " ustiie}Bay-the peoples of the world are going to thank 
YITLER for starting this war, it will free all oppressed peoples, this including 
the United States and her people "athe hauffeur then stated, also "How nice it 
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would be for all of us if we were living under the same rule as the people 
of Germany are now living under. HITLER is now carrying this war to every 
country, and TITLER is bringing 1t to a successful conclusion by his ability 
to organize end fight wars." 


Mir. PHAGEN reportedly advised Mr. O'BRIEN that this fellow told 
the PHAGENS that his boss, meaning Mr.e MARKEE, or a name similer to that, 
had given the chauffeur a $10.00 bill for making it possible for him, the 
boss, to listen in on a radio talk by HITLER. The chauffeur is reported to 
have said, also, “My boss thinks HITLER 1s a fine man, also, now that he has 
heard him talk." 


Mr. PHAGEN advised Police Officer O'BRIEN that he became very much 
upset by this chauffeur, and "told him off," after which the chauffeur became 
more quiet in his talk, and was more pro-American than before, Mr PHAGEN 
stated that in the beginning of the conversation, the chauffeur had told him 
and his family that he, the chauffeur, was from Germany, and that efter lr, 
PHAGEN called him down for his talk, the chauffeur then advised that he was 
a Hollander. 


Mr. PHAGEN also stated that soon-after he had called the supposed 
chauffeur down, the manager of the cafe chased this fellow out and then told 
the PHAGENS that the chauffeur ad been around all summer, that he had lived 
in Cooke, Montana, and that the boss, Mre MARKEE (phonetic), had been staying 
at a dude ranch near by, but of this latter person they knew nothing. Mr. 
PHAGEN further advised that the lady who operates the Cozy Cafe at Cooke, Mon- 
tana, could and would give more detailed information on this fellow and his 
employer. He also stated that the Subject and supposed employer were leaving 
Cooke, Montana, on that same date, reportedly for some California destination. 


The following investigation was conducted by the reporting Agent on 
October 30, 1942, at Cooke, Montana 


Mrse NELS SODERHOLM, Postmaster, advised that the Subject, during 
the past summer, had been employed as a chauffeur by Marquis GEORGE DE 
CUEVAS who, during the past two summers, has been leasing the Dude Ranch of 
CLARENCE LINN, east of Cooke, Montana Mrse SODERHOLM stated that the forward- 
ing address of DE CUEVAS had been reported to the post office on September 1, 
1942, as 54 Hast 68th Street, New York, New York, and that the wife of DE 
CUEVAS was reported to a@ relation of the late JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. She 
stated that the Subjec#was reported to have come to Cooke as a chauffer for 
Mr. and Mrse SALVADORWDALI who visited the DE CURVAS femily at the LINN ranch 
for a short time; duri @ the past summer, in August. The forwarding address 
of Mir. and Mrs ALI had been given as Del Monte Hotel, Del Monte, California. 


ynege OLM advised that she possessed no additional informetz 
concerning the Subject, and stated that there is no place located in Cooke py 
the name of Gory Cates She did state that there was a cafe know as the 

Home comfort ‘eds, Nettch was operated during the past summer by Mrse BI AN, 
who can be reached through General Delivery, Lewistown, Montana, where Mr, 

VAN 1s believed to be working at the local airport, which 1s under construction 
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there. Mrs. SODERHOLM also advised that the Home Comfort Cafe has been 
closed for the winter.

Mrs.» CLARENCHRBINN, who operates a dude ranch with her husbend, 
east of Cooke, Montana, advised that during the past two summers the ranch 
has been leased to the Marquis GEORGE DE CUEVAS, whose wife is a granddaughter 
of the late JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. She stated that DE CUEVAS is a South American 
and that the family resides at 54 Hast 68th Street, New York City. Mrs. LINN 
related that about July 1, 1942, kr. and Mrs. SALVADOR DALI came to the ranch 
to visit the DE CUEVAS family, and had the Subject with them as a chauffeur, 
also, that the Subject drove Mre and Mrse DALI back to Del Monte, California, 
about the middle of Julye Mrse LINN stated that before leaving the ranch, the 
Subject had apparently made arrangements with the Marquis to be employed as 
his chauffeur before driving Mr. end Mrs. DALI back to California. She stated 
that the Subject returned to the ranch about a week after he had departed with 
the DALIS and became the chauffeur for the Marquis DE CUEVAS. She stated that 
the DE CUBYAS family, while on the ranch, had a chef with them by the name 
of HENRYPCERDA, a personal maid by the name of JENNIE, end a Miss HEIGHTMAN 
who was the children's governess, and another chauffeur by the name of ANDERSON, 
who returned to New York City early 1n the summer She further stated that 
two local girls who had,been working at the ranch as housemaids,by the name 
of MAR OSS and IREI ICH, had been hired by the DE CUEVAS family to work 
for them at their home in New York City at 54 East 68th Street. 


Mrse LINN said that on August 22, 1942, the Subject drove the DE 
CUEVAS car back to New York City, and had been accompanied by the chef, HENRY 
CERDA, and the above two girls, TRENE and MARTE The DE CUEVASES departed 
from the ranch about August 20 for Colorado Springs, Colorado, where they 
stayed at the Antler's Hotel, prior to returning to their home in NewYork City. 
Mrs. LINN further’ stated that the Subject apparently was not well liked by 
Mrs. DE CUEVAS inasmuch as she appeared to be somewhat provoked when her hus- 
band hired the Subject as a chauffeur. 


Mrse LINN said that the Subject used to eat with her and her husband 
at the ranch and that it was very noticeable that the Subject tended to keep 
quiet whenever the war was being discussed, but occasionily made remarks which 
would indicate that he was sympathetic toward Germany. Mrs. LINN was unable 
to recall any specific statements made by the Subject but stated that while 
the Subject wes at the ranch he always managed to pick up the mail in tow be- 
fore Mr. LINN, who generally calls for the ranch mail im Cooke each day. She 
stated that 1t seemed strange that the Subject always managed to pick up the 
mail before Mre LINNe She said that the Subject was not permitted to live at 
the ranch with the DE CUEVAS family, but had maintained a room in Cooke at 
the White House Hotel and commuted back and forth to the ranch each day. 


: According to Mrs. LINN, the DE CUEVAS family appeared to be good 
Americans and she said that the Marquis DE CUEVAS was from South America, and 
apparently managed the inheritance his wife had received from ‘the ROCKEFELLER 
estate. She also mentioned that Mr. DALI was a Spanish artist who wes famous 
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for his paintings and had apparently been employed by some of the motion 
pictures in California, She also advised that the Subject was apparently 
located in New York City with the DE CUBVAS family. 


Mrse JEANETT OSKINSON, proprietor of the White House Hotel, ade 
vased that the Subject had resided at the hotel for about three weeks during 
August of 1942, and had registered as WILLIAM HOLSTRUNK with his address 
given as 1503 - 3rd Avenue, New York Citye She stated that the Subject had 
told her he was in Germany shortly before the Jews had been run out, and 
had been hired as a chauffeur for some New York banker who apparently was 
traveling 1n Europe during the time. The Subject had stated that his employer 
had given him $5.00 so that the Subject could attend a meeting where HITLER 
was giving @ speeche According to HOLSTRUNK, HITLER had said that"you know 
why we haven't anything to eat in Germany, 1t's because of the Jews," and the 
Subject had related to Mrs. HOSI INSON that HITLER was right, and that/vhat 
made HITLER famous over there. The Subject had also remarked to Mrse HOSKINSON 
that the United States Government was only a grafted money proposition and 
was all wrong, and that he did not see why the people did not wake up in this 
country. She also advised that the Subject had stated that it was the truth 
that the Jews had everything corralled in Germany. 


Mise HOSKINSON mentioned that the Subject had indicated that he was 
in Germany during the last war and that France and England had soldiers in 
Germany who killed a number of German people because they killed some of the 
English and French soldiers' horses. According to Mrs. HOSKINSON, the Sub- 
ject had indicated that he never liked anything the United States has ever 
had or done, and approved of everything the Germans were doing, end was very 
much in favor of Germany 


Mirse HOSFINSON also discosed that HOLSTRUNK had told her he was a 
naturalized citizen of the United States, having been born in some country 
in Europe which, as she recalled, was not in Germany but in some country close 
to Germany. The Subject had told her that he had worked for WARNER Brothers 
in California and had been hired out to work for the DALI and DE CUEVAS 
families. The Subject was also reported by Mrs. HOSKINSON to have indicated 
that he had formerly been employed by the ROCKEFELLER estate in New York and 
that he hed a sister in New York City operating an apartment house in which 
he, the Subject, also has an interest. 


Mrse HOSKINSON further stated that le the Subject was in Cooke 
during the past summer he had gotten into ay Argument about his German view= 
point with a park ranger by the name of JOH S who had been stationed at 


on one occasion she had asked him why he had not been drafted into the army, 
and that the Subjéct efaded answering this questions Mrs. HOSKINSON further

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Mr. TYKO MAKIE, White House Hotel, advised that in a conversation 
which he had with HOLSTRUNK, the Subject stated he was a Hollander, but 
did not say that he had been born 1m Holland. Mr. MALIE related that the Sub~ 
ject also stated that he nad been a chauffeur for Marquis DE CUEVAS at one 
time in Italy and in Switzerland, and also that he and his sister owned an 
apartment house in New York City, where his home was located. Mr. MAKT£ also 
mentioned that he dad not recall the Subject having maade any statements con- 
cerning HITLER or Germany, or any statements to indicate that the Subject was 
pro-German 


Mre MADDEN NYE, Superintendent of the McClaren Mine, stated tnat he 
had met the Subject 1n the Yellowstone Bar during the past summer, and that 
there was no question but what the Subject was © Nazi sympathizer. However, 
Mre NYE could furnish no specific statements which he had heard the Subject makes 
He advised that a park renger by the name of JOHN LEWIS, who had been stationed 
at the northeast gate to Yellowstone National Park during the past summer, had 
been told by the Subject that if HITLER were running this country 1t would be a 
good place to live. Mr. NYE advised that 1f LEWIS were contacted he could 
furnish additional infoymation concerning the Subject's pro-German remarks He 
further stated that t Subject 1ad been ousted from the Home Comfort Cafe in 
Cooke by Mrs. WILLI AN and a tourist who disagreed with the Subject's 
German viewpoints, ch incident had happened sometime in August of this year 
NYE also said that the Subject had told him he was in Holland when war was dee 
clared and had gotten ,out of Europe by way of Switzerland, and apparently had 
been 1n the employ of/the Marqws Di CUEVAS at the time 


Mr. EDWARDKFLOM, proprietor of Ed's Garage, advised that during the 
past summer the Subject had kept a new Cadillac automobile 1n the garage for 
storage, and that the Subject claimed that this car belonged to the Warner 
Brothers! Studio. According to Mre FLOM, the Subject appeared to be a German 
and through nis conversation appeared to be sympathetic toward HITLER'S cause 
However, Ire PLOM could furnish no specific anformation concerning the remarks 
made by the Subject. 


Mr. [LOM also revealed that the Subject had Mrs. FLOM type a couple 
of letters for him during the past summer One of these letters had been written. 
to an insurance company agency 1n New York City concerning the insurance policy 
for employees of the DE CUEVAS family Another letter had beenwritten by \rs. 
LOM for the Subject, which letter had been addressed to the Lakeshore Drive 
Hotel, Chicago, Illinois. According to Mre FLOM, the latter letter nad been 
written relative to an electric lamp of some kind for the DALIS, for whom the 
Subject was chauffeuring at the time, requesting that this lamp be sent to the 
Del Monte Hotel in Del Monte, California. 


According to Mre FLOM, the Subject had stated that he had a sister 
by the name of VARY who presently resided in NewYork City

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Mre RUDOLF L. GRIMV, District Ranger, Lamar District, Northeast 
Gate, Yellowstone National Park, advised that Ranger JOHN LEWIS had been lo- 
cated at the Northeast Gate during the summer season of 1942, and was now 
stationed at the Grand Teton National Park, Wyomang, and can be located 
through the ranger office at Moose, Wyoming.
